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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only that which is 
old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 
1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted 
by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
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invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

2. Claim 8 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sawada (6,002,615). 
Regarding to claim 8, Sawada discloses a memory system comprising: a plurality of 

strobe reset circuits (9); a plurality of local amplifier strobe circuits (5) each having an input 
coupled to an output of the plurality of strobe reset circuits. See Figs, 1-2; Cols, 12-13, 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claim 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Endo et al. 
(6,542,424). 

Regarding to claim 1, Endo et al. disclose a memory cored divided into a plurality of 
segments (MBO-MBn), each segment having a plurality of local amplifiers (PA) each coupled to 
a pair of global read data lines (GBLB, GBLT); a main amplifier (MA) having input coupled to 
the pair of global read data lines and having an output coupled to a data output buffer (DOB). 
See Figs 1-3; Cols, 3-8. 

Endo et al. disclose the claimed invention but not explicitly disclose the main amplifier 
having output coupled to an output register. 
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However, Endo et al. disclose the main amplifier having output coupled to a data output 
buffer for outputting data. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to utilizing Endo et al.'s data output buffer without altering the performing functional 
of the device for outputting data from the main amplifier. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-7, 9-15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record fails to teach the system as noted above and further including a main 
amplifier strobe coupled to each of the plurality of local amplifiers. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 16-20 are 
allowable over the prior art of record because none of the prior art whether taken singularly or in 
combination, especially when these limitations are considered within the specific combination 
claimed, to teach: a main amplifier, among others as claimed in independent claim 16, coupled 
to an output of first and second local amplifiers. 



Conclusion 
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6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
